LONDON, Sept. 17, 8 a. m.—Under the 
caption, ‘A Momentous Decision,” en 
editorial in the Times this morning says:

They all 
recognize that the old fashioned victory 
of the past is almost as obsolete as a rifle 
in a front line trench. ;

Logic Saves Energy. 

The same logic saves them a vast 
amount of energy. They knew Germany

They knew the Ger- 
man mind before the war. They know 
what she has done. They have photo- 
graphs during this war. They do not fail 
into spasms of horror and indignation 
over atrocities that cannot be mentioned 
in the papers. They mention them-in full 
and dock them to account. : 

They do not discuss or consifer or 
waste an emotion over anything Germany 
says, boasts, argues, implies, intrigues 
after. They have the heart's ease that 
comes from all being at work for their 
country, the knowledge that the burden of 
work ise equally distributed among all, 
that the women are working side by side 
with the men, the assurance that, when 
one man’s task is at the moment ended, 
another takes his place. 

Confident of Victory. 

Out of these things is born their power 

of recuperation im their leisure, their rea- 
soned calm while at work, and their su- 
perb confidence im their arms. 
- Even if the France of today stood alone 
against the world’s enemy mt would be 
almost inconceivable to imagine her de- 
feat now—wholly so to imagine any sur- 
render. The war will go on till the enemy 
fs finished. 

The French do not know when that hour 
will come. They seldom speak of it. They 
do not amuse themse’ves with dreams of 
triumph or terms. Their business is war, 
and they carry out their business, :

Resolved, That we, women voters in

The very best of Hbertas are 
going at 50 cents a bushel; going, that is, 
where buyers can be found. A few opti- 
mistic merchants are holding their 
choiceat fruit at 78 to 90 cents a bushel.

son. 
- Explain the Market. 

When commission men were asked as to 
the condition of the market some of them 
only sighed and turned sadly away. Oth- 
ers merely said: 

“Peach market? There ain't none! 

‘There was. a certain carload of fruit 
ripe Elbertas—that came in from Utah: 
478 bushel baskets crammed. ~ 

The freight on these was rather reason- 
able—only 52 cents a basket. Commission 
charges and cartage from track to 
“ street were held down to 11 cents. 80. 
since the peaches sold for an average of 
50 cents a basket, the dealer only owed 
$14.34 by the time they were disposed of.

With this superabundance of peaches 
Chicago's recent peach week may 
have had something to do, for many hun- 
dreds of bushels were bought for canning 
under the impetus of city wide publicity. 
But, on the other hand, the bumper crop 
in the south is more generally b 
along the street.“ The southern peaches 
were so plentiful and so cheap that most 
of the household canning was done this 
year much earlier than ordinarily. »

Of course it is generally agreed that the former 
likelihood that a wife would be found for him 
among the minor German royalty is no longer 
possible. Public opinion in England for a good 
many years to come would stand in the way of 
uch a development even if King George, or. 
rather, Queen Mary, who seems to have the final 
say in matters of this kind, were 80 disposed.

This new ‘condition of affairs, however, makes 
a decision on the important question an extremely 
difficult one. At one time there was considerable 
talk, understood to be founded upon something 
far more substantial than mere gossip, that the 
prince had decided for himself that the Grand 
Duchess Olga, eldest daughter of the czar of Rus- 
sia, was the best candidate evallabh. Although 
those who knew the prince and his ways then 
laughed at the idea of him deciding even such an 
essentially personal matter as the identity of his 
future wife for himself, it was believed that 
Queen Mary had actually consented to negotia- 
tions being opened in an unofficial way with 
Petrograd. 

There were those, however, even at that time, 
who found reasons for doubting the circumstan- 
tial stories that were whispered about. These 
doubting Thomases then said, and continue to re- 
peat today, that the English consort has made up 
her obstinate mind that the heir shall never 
marry any but a Protestant consort. It will read- 
ily be seen that this restriction, if it exists, re- 
duces the available royal princesses almost to the 
vanishing point, and it is this condition with 
which the gossips are now busy.

There is no doubt that such a development 
would not only be extremely popular in England 
but it iminediately would restore to the throne 
the great popularity which it enjoyed under King 
Edward and which, because of the more difident 
and reserved personality of the present king, it 
now lacks. There is no doubt that one of the 
wisest moves of the royal pair since they 
ascended the throne was the sending of the young 
prince to.the front in Flanders. Undoubtedly the 
great war has been, contrary to many people who 
saw in it a danger to royalty and an impetus to 
democracy, the best thing for royelty that has 
happened in many along day. It has brought out 
and focused all the latent loyalty that undoubt- 
edly exists to a large extent not only in Great 
Britain proper but in the colonies as well. The 
| formation of enormous armies and the practice of 
swearing the recrults to the person of the king 
instead of to the country and the flag has un- 
doubtedly widely spread the intense loyalty to 
the ruler which exists in the regular army in 
time of peace and which was so strikingly exem- 
plified at the time of the Curragh affair and the 
threatened Ulster rebellion. 

If it should be finally décided to pick a bride. 
for the Prince of Wales from among the many 
charming debutantes of ducal or noble families of

As one can well imagine, the war has had a dis- 
astrous effect upon the annual American exodus 
to Europe. London reveals. a fair number of 
American men, but most of them are here on busi- 
ness. The writer was recently passing through 
the Shakespeare country, generally the most popu- 
lar of districts with American summer travelers. 
An examination of the register at Stratford-on-

When the war hed been in progress three or four 
months the management of this place of refection 
raised the “ante” quite perceptibly. Their pros- 
perous clientele “stood for” this without, undue 
murmuring, so a short time back the management 
elevated the rates again, this time about 25 per 
cent.
